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How Not to Legalize Marijuana 

Ten months after a controversial lottery, Santa Ana’s licensed cannabis industry is still a mess

I t was approximately 3:30 p.m. on 
Nov. 2 when four shots rang out in 
the parking lot in front of Orange 
County’s first city-licensed medical- 
marijuana dispensary. The victim, a man¬ 
ager of South Coast Safe Access, located in 
the 1900 block of Warner Avenue, had just 
wrapped up his shift and was sitting in 
the driver’s seat of his vintage Mercedes 
when the first shot grazed his shoulder. 

As the shooter, a young Latino in a hooded 
sweat shirt, approached the car, he fired 
again. The second shot nicked the victim’s 
hip; the third shot missed. The fourth bul¬ 
let lodged in the victim’s liver. 

"I’m the luckiest man in the world,” 
the victim, who asked not to be identi¬ 
fied by name, told the Weekly in a recent 
interview after being released from the 
hospital, where he had been placed in a 
medically induced coma. He didn’t recog¬ 
nize his attacker, and he has no idea why 
the man shot him nor any explanation— 
beyond divine intervention—for why he 
survived the assault. "Jesus Christ lifted 
me up in his arms and saved me.” 

Standing at the entrance to the dispen¬ 
sary when the attack occurred was a secu¬ 
rity guard, but in compliance with Santa 
Ana’s regulations for licensed pot clubs, 
he wasn’t armed. In the victim’s view, had 
the guard been carrying a gun, the shoot¬ 
ing would have never happened. "My guy 
would have plugged him,” he explained. 

Besides the fact that the words “safe 
access” are specifically included in the 
dispensary’s name, there’s an added irony. 
Just a week before he was shot, the victim 
was in Santa Ana City Hall, desperately 
pleading with the city to change its policy 
and allow armed guards to protect licensed 
dispensaries, which, because of the con¬ 
tinuing federal ban on marijuana transac¬ 
tions, operates on a strictly cash basis. 
“With the amount of cash we have, you are 
asking for us to get robbed,” he said. "Why 
wouldn’t they want qualified armed guards 
in these establishments? I just don’t get it. 
It seems crazy to me that they wouldn’t.” 

The question of why Santa Ana has 
insisted on not allowing armed guards to 
protect licensed dispensaries didn’t just 
occur to the victim shortly before he was 
shot. In fact, he brought up the issue in an 
interview with the Weekly nearly a year 
ago, just a few months after city voters 
passed a Nov. 4,2014, measure to legal¬ 
ize pot clubs. The interview took place in 
the offices of the victim’s lawyer, Randall 
Longwith, who helped draft the successful 
ballot measure. In the process of describ¬ 
ing how South Coast Safe Access would 
emphasize customer service, with an open- 
space environment similar to an Apple 
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Store, the future shooting victim quickly 
added, "We will have armed security out¬ 
side the store.” 

When Longwith informed him the 
city was prohibiting armed guards and 
that dispensaries would have to lobby 
to change that, the victim stated that it 
would be his top priority. "This is one 
of the first things that really needs to be 
modified for the safety of the patients 
and employees—everybody,” he said. "It’s 
plain and simple.” 

A lthough a Feb. 5 lottery resulted 
in a total of 20 dispensaries being 
allowed to apply for a city license, 10 
months later, Santa Ana city officials have 
only approved a total of three permits. 
(Attorney Christopher Glew, who repre¬ 
sents several lottery winners, estimated 
that by Jan. 1,2016, closer to 10 dispen¬ 
saries, which are in the final stages of 
approval, would be open for business.) 

As the Weekly has previously reported, 
controversy has embroiled the city’s pot 
lottery from the moment the balls popped 
out of the machine because, while the city 
limited the number of street addresses 
where pot clubs could operate within city 
limits, it allowed an unlimited number 
of paperwork corporations and partner¬ 
ships to apply for each one. Thus, the city 
received 648 applications and raked in 
more than $1 million in fees. Eyewitnesses 
described tough-looking characters arriv¬ 
ing in flashy cars with their girlfriends, 
hauling shopping bags full of cash to pay 
for the $l,490-per-lottery-ball application 


fee (see "Exactly Who Won Santa Ana’s 
Medical-Marijuana Lottery,” July 1). In 
June, the Weekly reported allegations of 
attempted influence peddling by Pulido’s 
personal attorney and former Orange 
County Democratic Party chairman Frank 
Barbaro, as well as aggressive solicitation 
of campaign donations by both Pulido 
and powerful Democratic Party operative 
Melahat Rafiei, whose brother was among 
the 20 lottery winners. 

Controversy has also surrounded the 
city’s crackdown on noncompliant pot 
dispensaries, which are operating in 
Santa Ana without licenses. According to 
Corporal Anthony Bertagna, a Santa Ana 
Police Department public-information 
officer, roughly 20 such clubs exist. One 
of them, Sky High Holistic, made interna¬ 
tional headlines in June, when security- 
camera footage captured several officers 
apparently eating pot edibles, throwing 
darts and insulting paraplegic activist 
Marla James. Through their union, the 
officers, who were subjected to an ongo¬ 
ing internal-affairs investigation and 
have yet to be disciplined, unsuccessfully 
fought to prevent the footage from being 
used against them. 

Even after the embarrassing incident 
with the edibles, police continued to raid 
Sky High Holistic, going so far as to turn 
off the dispensary’s electricity. Accord¬ 
ing to James, although the collective was 
forced to shut down, it is trying to reopen. 
She and several other volunteers who 
were arrested during the infamous raid 
face misdemeanor charges for violat¬ 


ing the city’s pot measure and a Dec. 22 
arraignment. "The lottery was a farce,” 
James said. “They are making this such a 
headache; it just sickens me.” 

Meanwhile, Ivan Nathanson, one of 
the many lottery applicants who couldn’t 
afford to pay for dozens of balls and failed 
to win, has sued Santa Ana, alleging the 
lottery was inherently unfair because 
the city signed off on applications that 
weren’t filed in time and went on to win 
the lottery. On June 19, Orange County 
Superior Court Judge David R. Chaffee 
ruled that the lawsuit could go forward, 
but he denied a request by Nathanson’s 
attorneys to halt any legalization efforts 
until the lawsuit could be heard. 

“I don’t mind gettingbeat fair and 
square,” Nathanson said. "But when you 
have people in the lottery and they filed 
with the state on the 21st [of February], 
and the lottery was held a week earlier 
on the 15th, they shouldn’t be there. It 
doesn’t take a huge staff to find out.” 
Although he blames the city for what 
happened, Nathanson insists he feels sym¬ 
pathy for lottery winners. "I feel bad for 
these guys,” he said. “They have spent half 
a million [dollars] to open up a building, 
and now what happens? Everybody gets 
screwed. But I feel bad for me, too. We 
should have had a fighting chance.”

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wo gunmen wearing wigs, sunglasses and gro¬ 
tesque facial makeup entered John Seigman’s 
unlocked Los Alamitos-area residence not long 
after sunset in August 1976. Startled family mem¬ 
bers had been watching television in the den when 
the intruders ordered them to lie on the floor, then 
tied their hands behind their backs with twine. Hoping 
for a $70,000 windfall, the bandits ordered Seigman, the 
manager of a Long Beach grocery store, to return to the 
business, empty the safe and, without contacting police, 


surrender the ransom. In exchange, they promised to 
release his family—wife Johann and three kids—who were 
placed in back of the family’s van and taken away. 

Seigman drove to his store, retrieved about $8,000 in 
cash and waited for a call at a nearby, outside payphone. 
But he’d disobeyed orders by contacting cops, who sent an 
undercover narcotics crew to stake out the area. Perhaps 
keen to the hastily arranged trap, the thieves never called. 
A few hours later, authorities found the abandoned van 
with Seigman’s unharmed children. Two days later, their 


mother’s corpse was spotted in an oil field ditch adjacent to 
the Long Beach freeway near Dominguez Hills. She’d been 
shot five times in the head at a range of less than 10 inches. 

Although suspects were arrested and sent to prison, 
they steadfastly maintained their innocence. Now, 39 years 
later, the issue of whether the Seigman murder case was 
actually solved remains an open question, one that has 
everything to do with a major, ongoing law-enforcement 
crisis in Southern California.

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Snitching Out the Truth 
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I n late October 2015—two years into 
what has become known nationally as 
the Orange County snitch scandal— 
District Attorney Tony Rackauckas 
found another opportunity to prove 
his critics wrong during an appearance 
on KABC-TV. Has his office repeatedly 
trampled constitutional rights to secure 
tainted convictions by joining in alliances 
with dirty cops and even-more-warped 
jailhouse informants? For a 72-year-old 
politician accustomed to the media spot¬ 
light, such questions should have been 
easy to answer. 

“Well, in general, I mean, I think that’s, 
uh, uh, one of the things that we’re, uh, 
that we’re working on, uh, you know, at 
this point, but, but, uh, uh,” uttered Rack¬ 
auckas. “We’ve looked into that very, very 
deeply over the last year and, and over the 
last several months and, uh, uh, and, uh, 
and found very little of that.” 

In reality, evidence of law-enforcement 
shenanigans involving informants is over¬ 
whelming. Tens of thousands of pages of 
key documents were hidden from defense 
lawyers, juries and judges in dozens 
of cases. A sitting judge—once a high- 
ranking prosecutor—recused Rackauckas 
and his entire office in March from a 
death penalty case, People v. Scott Dekraai. 
Two deputies won labels as unrepentant 
perjurers. For more than a quarter of a 
century, the sheriff’s department con¬ 
cealed an entire records system contain¬ 
ing exculpatory evidence that exposes 
how officials used unethical tactics with 
snitches to nab confessions. Convictions 
have been overturned and, to keep other 
embarrassing records revealing corrup¬ 
tion sealed, sweetheart deals cut freeing 
accused murderers. 

Rackauckas and his public-payroll 
spin doctors angrily dismiss these facts, 
arguing nobody needs to be fired because 
in-house seminars can fix the problems. 
He hoped in July to dissuade calls for 
U.S. Department of Justice inspection 
by handpicking outsiders to investigate 
the messes. As the Weekly exclusively 
reported, the DA inserted a small-print 
clause into that committee’s contract: 
Members must get his advance approval 
of statements given to reporters. Perhaps 
the suspicious maneuvering helped pro¬ 
voke last month’s call by more than three 
dozen ex-prosecutors and legal scholars 
for Attorney General Loretta Lynch to 
launch a probe. On the eve of that devel¬ 
opment, Rackauckas sought to inspire 
confidence he’s acting virtuously. 

“Uh, we have, uh, commissioned a com¬ 
mittee, actually, that’s, uh, of people who 
are not in the DA’s office and, uh, uh, uh, 
to, to look at, uh, uh, look at, you know, all, 
all of this information to, uh, and to, uh, 
uh, to make a basically [sic] recommen¬ 
dation, findings and recommendations,” 
Rackauckas told KABC anchorman Marc 
Brown and producer Lisa Bartley. “And, 
uh, and they’ll be making a report, and 


that’ll, and that’ll be public, and, uh, and, 
and we haven’t hidden or, or, withheld 
anything from that, from that committee.” 

But how genuine are criminal-justice 
reform guarantees from a man who 
for five decades has been a powerfully 
entrenched character—homicide pros¬ 
ecutor, state judge and, for the past 18 
years, elected DA in a county with a 
population larger than four states com¬ 
bined? And while the district attorney’s 
office (OCDA) employs outstanding 
prosecutors and investigators who’ve 
rightly earned acclaim in the courtroom, 
what makes the less honest ones think 
they can betray their oaths to seek jus¬ 
tice and suffer no consequences—or even 
win promotion? 

ithin days of Johann Seigman’s 
murder, and based entirely on 
a tip, detectives arrested two 
Bellflower thieves, William Paul 
Gullett and Ronald Ewing. But 
cops had serious problems if the charges 
were to stick. No physical evidence 
tied Gullett or Ewing to the crime. And 


although multiple eyewitnesses, including 
a neighbor, saw the intruders who bound 
and abducted the woman, none of them 
could, despite police nudging, identify 
either suspect as a participant. 

In fact, third parties provided the men 
with alibis. The most important witness 
was 16-year-old Guy Donald Cooper. 
Clueless about the specifics of the crime, 
Cooper said he, Ewing and Gullett were 
at his home while he watched an 8 p.m. 
television show, The Bionic Woman, which 
aired during the abduction. 

Store clerk Ricky Lee Tipton, another 
independent witness, told detectives he 
saw Johann in the backseat of a vehicle 
driven by “a Negro” and idling in a park¬ 
ing lot hours after the kidnapping, accord¬ 
ing to court records. Forensic scientists 
recovered hair fibers from an unidentified 
African-American male on the corpse. 

But because the information didn’t fit the 
police theory, it was ignored. 

Raids on property tied to both Gullett 
and Ewing also didn’t aid the government. 
Recovered shell casings and twine failed 
to match ones used in the crime. Shoe 



prints collected outside the ditched van 
that held the Seigman children couldn’t be 
tied to the suspects—neither could finger¬ 
prints discovered on a Marlboro cigarette 
box believed to be connected to the killer. 
Plus, several witnesses, all relatives of the 
victim, said the taller of the two abduc¬ 
tors—the one cops assumed was Gullett— 
had rolled up the sleeves on his tan shirt. 
None of them, however, saw anything 
noticeable; Gullett has a massive, color¬ 
ful tattoo inked on his left arm, stretching 
from his elbow to his wrist. 

Police weren’t empty-handed, though. 
They had a lone asset: Curtis Ray Eddy, 
a career criminal and heroin addict. Two 
days after the killing, Eddy allegedly dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of nabbing a reward 
with his girlfriend, then contacted Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) 
investigators. He claimed he’d helped plan 
the ransom plot with his prior crime pals, 
Gullett and Ewing, but he backed out of the 
job. Defense lawyers labeled Eddy’s state¬ 
ment a grab for cash to fuel a daily drug fix, 
as well as a way to insulate himself from 
charges by becoming a snitch. 

David O. Carter, a Vietnam War veteran 
who survived the Battle of Khe Sanh and 
who served as the original deputy district 
attorney on the case, tried to rely on Eddy 
to win convictions. But the more Carter 
learned about the informant, the more he 
didn’t trust him. If portions of Eddy’s state¬ 
ments to deputies were truthful, other parts 
were, the investigation revealed, mislead¬ 
ing, false or self-serving. Internal OCDA 
documents reflect Carter’s misgivings. 

“In Mr. Carter’s opinion, Curtis Eddy 
was the whole case,” states an agency 
analysis in 1987. “He was critical. The 
rest of the case was built around him as 
corroboration.” That same document 
also noted the prosecutor’s belief that 
alibis provided by witnesses would end 
in an acquittal. It stated, “Hearing the 
alibi in court caused Mr. Carter to feel 
that the case was weaker than he had 
originally thought.” According to court 
transcripts, Carter, who was appointed 
to the federal bench in 1998, thought that 
while the suspects might be guilty, Eddy 
was “a liar.” 

In November 1977, Superior Court 
Judge H. Warren Knight agreed. “There 
is no evidence or sufficient evidence that 
the two men were present or that they 
were personally present or personally 
committed the act which caused the death 
of the victim,” Knight ruled to dismiss the 
charges against both defendants. “The 
evidence is not there.” 

Law enforcement didn’t abandon the 
investigation, and in May 1983, seven 
years after the murder, the cold case 
landed on the desk of OCDA’s then- 
hotshot prosecutor, or, as the Los Angeles 
Times characterized him, the agency’s 
courtroom “ace”: Rackauckas. The new 
prosecutor, who’d handled 35 prior homi¬ 
cide trials, didn’t share Carter’s moral 
quandary about Eddy. The snitch might be 
unsavory, but at least he would be OCDA’s 
liar, so the thinking went. 

But given the unsupportive physical, 








eyewitness and alibi evidence, Rack- 
auckas knew he needed more that this 
snitch. He’d have to find other individuals 
willing to say one or both of the suspects 
confessed to the killing. In this mission, 
he turned to the one place where pros¬ 
ecutors can secretly buy the truth they are 
seeking: jail. 

B ased on their own experiences 
with a tyrannical monarchy, our 
nation’s Founding Fathers used the 
U.S. Constitution and its amend¬ 
ments to ban government officials 
from forcing confessions from citizens. 
The Supreme Court determined in a case 
known as Massiah this means law enforce¬ 
ment cannot take steps to entice self- 
incriminating statements from suspects 
who have been formally charged by a 
judge and are legally represented. Nobody 
in the legal community being honest 
would act ignorant of the basic rule. It has 
been in existence for 51 years and is taught 
to every would-be cop and lawyer. 

Thanks to Assistant Public Defender 
Scott Sanders in late January 2014, court 
records began surfacing that Rackauckas’ 
OCDA, Sheriff Sandra Hutchens’ OCSD 
and local police departments—especially 
ones in Anaheim and Santa Ana—had 
exploited a lack of transparency in the 
criminal-justice system to systematically 
violate Massiah. Keep in mind cops realize 
that if defense lawyers, judges and juries 


who help to expose the maneuverings to 
journalists. Nevertheless, the cheating 
has now wrecked at least 13 murder and 
attempted-murder cases under Rack¬ 
auckas’ leadership in the past year alone. 

B y early 1984, Rackauckas juggled 
several cases while working on the 
Seigman murder. The major con¬ 
tributor to his file remained Eddy. 
But detectives had accumulated 
other snitches. Their statements were 
contradictory, suspiciously vague and, as 
you might expect, given with expectations 
of benefits to make their own incarcera¬ 
tions shorter or more comfortable. Some 
claimed Gullett bragged about being the 
shooter. Others said he’d bragged about 
being an accomplice. All described him as 
remorseless, a line sure to inflame a future 
jury if deemed believable. 

For example, a month after the murder, 
Orange County Jail inmate Richard Allen 
Robledo told investigators his story: “I 
says, ‘You shot her?’ and [Gullett] says, 
Yeah, I shot her.’” That same month, 
other snitches joined the bandwagon. 
Inmate Carl Richards alleged that some¬ 
body in prison named Bill admitted kill¬ 
ing Seigman; a police detective noted the 
rumor in an official report and added, 
“possibly Gullett.” 

And William Earl Archibald, another 
inmate, reported he’d had “a long con¬ 
versation” with Gullett in preceding

believe a jailhouse snitch accidentally 
overheard a government target confess—a 
so-called “listening post” exemption- 
then the statements can be admissible in 
a trial. 

In dozens of news articles published 
during the past 23 months, the Weekly 
disclosed specifics of how the scam oper¬ 
ated in individual criminal cases. For 
this report, here is a rough outline of the 
scheming: Prosecution teams secretly 
employed informants—in some cases even 
prolific liars, psychopaths, Mexican Mafia 
bosses and serial killers—and moved them 
into close proximity to targets, then told 
them what questions to ask and got the 
snitches to commit two acts of perjury by 
denying any police role in their discover¬ 
ies or promises of government reward. 

There are recorded examples of gov¬ 
ernment informants threatening violence 
against targets to win confessions, another 
illegal tactic. The August 2014 revela¬ 
tion made on these pages didn’t prompt 
Rackauckas’ lieutenants to clean up their 
acts, but rather to seek judicial sanc¬ 
tions—even jail time—for defense lawyers 


days. “I can’t recall all of it,” Archibald 
stated, according to an interview tran¬ 
script obtained by the Weekly. “Just, I 
think ... [pause ]... I’m convinced in my 
own mind that’s what he said, although 
he didn’t come out and say, ‘I killed the 
woman.’ He said enough to indicate that 
he did actually, you know, he was actu¬ 
ally involved in it. Whether he was the 
one who pulled the trigger or not, I don’t 
know. Uh, that’s about it. That’s what he 
had to say.” 

By the time he was done, Rackauckas 
had stockpiled a whopping 11 informants 
and, rightly or wrongly, accepted all their 
incriminating assertions as truthful. The 
most troubling snitch might have been 
James Dean Cochrum, who’d been placed 
in what we didn’t know then but know 
now was an informant tank run by depu¬ 
ties inside the Orange County Jail (OC J). 
That area housed more than half a dozen 
accused killers awaiting trial—including 
Gullett and, oddly, Cochrum. 

The identity thief, forger and drug 
addict, now deceased, would have had

us believe he was incredibly lucky. In a 
span of a few years, Cochrum claimed 
he repeatedly entered and exited jail 
and accidentally overheard five separate 
murder confessions. Even more remark¬ 
able given the obvious personal risk of 
squealing on suspected killers, Cochrum, 
who was dishonorably discharged from 
the U.S. Army in 1981 for devising a 
financial con game and partaking in a 
$l,000-per-month cocaine habit, insisted 
he’d relayed the statements not for any 
reward, but only because he believed aid¬ 


Barnett, who has been one of the region’s 
most successful criminal-defense attor¬ 
neys for decades, returned fire. “The pros¬ 
ecution’s theory depends on inferences, 
based on inferences, based on specula¬ 
tion,” he wrote at the time. 

Nonetheless, Rackauckas—who’d flown 
to Utah to lobby for his rat to receive no 
punishment on felony escape charges 
there and also secured Orange County 
confinement that allowed him sunbathing 
privileges—triumphed. He won sepa¬ 
rate trials against both suspects, who, by 
1987, were serving long prison sentences. 
Inside OCDA, the rising star had solidi¬ 
fied his reputation as a daring, courthouse 
miracle worker.

ing the government was the moral course 
to take. 

In the fall of 1985, court records show 
Rackauckas was arguingthat Cooper, the 
key witness who placed Gullett and Ewing 
with him during the abduction, couldn’t 
be trusted—not because he was dishonest, 
but because he was a teenager inattentive 
to time. He told a judge, “If Guy Cooper’s 
testimony is off by an hour, then it is con¬ 
sistent with Mr. Ewing and Mr. Gullett 
being available to commit this crime.” 

Perhaps momentarily forgetting the 
burden of proof rested with him, Rack¬ 
auckas added that the absence of physi¬ 
cal evidence tying the defendants to the 
crime proved only they were clever killers; 
dismissed alarm that a Long Beach police 
officer forgot to report he could tie Gul¬ 
lett to Seigman before the murder, a claim 
he’d supposedly recalled only after the 
case fell apart; and that while Cochrum 
was a hoodlum, his snitch testimony had 
not been bought by the government. 

Before he finished, the prosecutor had 
blasted John Barnett, Ewing’s lawyer, for 
what he saw as a despicable act: ques¬ 
tioning the use of Cochrum as a snitch. 


W hile working on two pend¬ 
ing death-penalty cases, 
Dekraai and People v. Daniel 
Wozniak, Sanders discovered 
widespread, systemic mis¬ 
use of informants to sidestep Massiah 
requirements and to violate Brady , which 
requires the government to surrender 
without prompting evidence that ben¬ 
efits a defendant or harms the prosecu¬ 
tion. Thomas M. Goethals, the judge in 
Dekraai, digested the defense lawyer’s 
505-page brief and, in February 2014, 
announced he’d conduct a special eviden¬ 
tiary hearing to explore the validity of the 
accusations. By the time the extraordi¬ 
nary hearing ended in March, the sheriff’s 
department looked hopelessly corrupt, 
and a shocked Rackauckas and his entire 
staff found themselves booted from the 
case, a historic move that captured the 
attention of The New York Times and 
Washington Post. 

Exposing ugly truths didn’t win Sand¬ 
ers admirers on the bench. Indeed, dur¬ 
ing open court sessions, veteran judges 
such as William R. Froeberg, whose 
wife has been a high-ranking Rack- 








































auckas aide, openly mocked the public 
defender’s findings. Froeberg bristled 
last year that Dekraai had become a 
ridiculous sideshow. 

In Wozniak —which is completing jury 
selection as this story is being written— 
Sanders felt similar scorn. James Stotler, 
the original judge in the case, despised 
the public defender’s work so much he 
silently prayed Sanders would suffer 
public humiliation. That’s not conjecture: 
The judge announced those sentiments 
when he recused himself from the case 
in January. 

This is not just where the past meets 
the present, but where Orange County’s 
criminal-justice system demonstrates 
it is incapable of policing itself. After 
Stotler’s departure, Wozniak landed with 
Goethals, but prosecutor Matt Murphy 
objected, and the matter went to Judge 
John Conley, a former homicide prosecu¬ 
tor. While researching the depths of the 
informant-program corruption, Sanders 
learned that Conley (in People v. William 
Lee Evans ) and Rackauckas (in Gullett 
and Ewing) employed Cochrum to save 
faltering investigations by supposedly 
hearing case-solving confessions. While 
the two prosecutors were using Cochrum, 
OCDA sent a letter with false information 
to Utah officials, telling them the fugitive 
aided the government not to receive ben¬ 
efits, but out of the goodness of his heart, 
court records show. 

To Sanders, such a revelation helps 
underscore his argument in both pending 
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death-penalty cases: Prosecution teams 
here are so obsessed with winning they’ll 
cheat, and therefore, the outcome of tri¬ 
als can’t be trusted as righteous. With 
stone-cold eyes and no expression, Con¬ 
ley glared this fall at the public defender 
when Sanders asked to explore OCDA’s 
deceitful use of Cochrum. 

On Oct. 30, Conley discarded Sanders’ 
motions for his recusal and to block the 


death penalty as a punishment option for 
Wozniak, who has admitted he slaugh¬ 
tered two people—Sam Herr, 26, and 
23-year-old Julie Kibuishi—in May 2010. 
The judge could have written, as most 
do, a short rejection, but Conley was 
clearly unnerved by the defense lawyer’s 
attempt to dig into OCDA’s hidden files 
on Cochrum. He ridiculed press coverage 
and spent 14 pages describing how he was 
“not persuaded” that possible prosecution 
cheating in “40 other cases” is relevant. 


The ruling brought Rackauckas, who 
has already announced plans to seek a 
sixth term in 2018 when he’s 75 years 
old, and Conley together again—this 
time against Sanders. A delighted OCDA 
immediately pounced, issuing a 1,666- 
word press release. The judge and his 
ex-colleague were in agreement: Sanders 
failed to prove the existence of any OC 
corruption, it stated. 


“Judge Conley has rejected the public 
defender’s arguments,” a Nov. 19 follow¬ 
up statement announced while ignoring 
his conflict of interest. “The OCDA will 
continue to seek justice in all cases.” 

n November, the Weekly reported 
on the puzzling case of Kenneth 
Clair, an African-American man 
convicted of the 1984 Santa Ana 
murder of a white babysitter, who 
had also been raped. Eyewitnesses 


firmly described the killer as a white 
man, but Clair nevertheless ended up 
on California’s death row inside San 
Quentin State Prison. In 2008, DNA 
testing unavailable at the time of the 
trial conclusively determined that 
someone other than the defendant 
deposited sperm inside the victim. 
Clair’s lawyers have begged OCDA to 
share the identity of the DNA con¬ 
tributor in hopes of discovering the 
killer’s true identity, but Rackauckas 
refuses, asserting the mysterious con¬ 
tributor’s “privacy rights” outweigh 
Clair’s right to investigate a potential 
huge crack in the case while he awaits 
execution. 

Gullett is in a similar predicament. 

In 2011, his appellate attorneys asked 
Rackauckas to use modern DNA tech¬ 
nology to test evidence collected from 
the Seigman murder. Such a move is 
necessary because the conviction rests 
entirely on a discredited snitch, argued 
Gassia Apkarian, who has since become 
a judge. 

The request was DOA. Why would 
Rackauckas reopen his own eyebrow-ris¬ 
ing victory? On his behalf, OCDA staffers 
successfully argued that even if Gullett’s 
DNA is missing from the evidence, it 
wouldn’t have changed the trial outcome 
because he’d confessed to the infor¬ 
mants. He’ll remain serving a term of 
life without parole. Ewing died in prison 
seven years ago.

The Sushi Gorge

MIZUiro is an all-you-can-eat sushi bar where you will most certainly overeat and regret it

I f you like sushi and have an elastic 
stomach, you will love MIZUiro, an 
all-you-can-eat sushi bar where you 
can try to recoup your dinner invest¬ 
ment by overeating. For the relatively 
reasonable entry fee of about $27 during 
dinner ($20 at lunchtime), you can stuff 
yourselves full of raw fish and rolls as 
you’ve never done before. 

MIZUiro, as with Tustin’s Sake 2 Me 
and You & I Sushi in Laguna Hills, isn’t 
a seafood buffet, where the sushi rolls 
engender the fear of God. No, this place 
is an honest-to-goodness sushi bars. The 
nigiri is actually made to order. Everything 
you mark down on the sheet of order paper 
(organized in rounds)—from your first 
piece to your 50th—will be cut, molded 
and served as it would at any sushi bar. 

At MIZUiro, there’s no point in insist¬ 
ing on a seat at the sushi bar. The chefs 
are much too busy producing pieces 
nonstop to engage you in conversation or 
even look up. When you come—convinc¬ 
ing your friends to use the toll roads or 
Antonio Parkway (if they’re cheapskates) 
to meet you in the hinterlands of Orange 
County—you’re going to sit with the rest 
of the crowd in an expansive dining room 
with blue mood lights and a flat-screen 
TV tuned to sports no one watches. 

When you start ordering, know that the 
rolls are gut fillers, most often drowned in 
sauces sticky-sweet, Sriracha-spicy or mayo- 
rich—so leave that for later. For now, focus 
your first round on the nigiri. In fact, your 
first pieces should be the premium stuff—the 
items on which these kinds of restaurants 
actually impose a limit of one per person. 


At MIZUiro, you’re allowed only one 
piece per person of the sea urchin, the 
snow crab, the salmon caviar, the halibut 
and the Japanese jumbo scallop. The sea 
urchin melts as if custard, the snow crab 
is delicate, and the salmon caviar glistens 
with fishy brine. The jumbo scallop—but- 
terflied and set upon its morsel of rice, 
then thoughtfully dabbed with citrus and 
a sprinkle of salt—is especially good. The 
shrimp tempura are small and skinny, but 
they are served crisp and rippling hot. 
Plus, the restaurant gives you three per 
person, which is nice. 

After the premium stuff, move on to 
the unrestricted pieces of nigiri. The 
yellowtail is so fresh it squeaks. Though 
the presentation is messy and ragged, 
the well-broiled eel has its caramelized 
sauce turning the flesh into candy. Next, 
go for handrolls such as the one stuffed 
with salmon skin, a nori cornucopia of 
rice and veggies that isn’t as crispy as you 
may have had at other sushi bars but deli¬ 
cious nonetheless. 

Savor these first few pieces because 
beyond them—and despite the chefs actu¬ 
ally molding the generously cut fish on the 
smallest amounts of rice—everything you 
eat after will become a blur as you fight 
an uphill battle between what you order 
and what you can cram down your throat. 
As we got fuller, the next few nigiris that 
arrived began to lose their appeal. We 
wondered if we would’ve found the squid 
nigiri slimy and the octopus chewy if we’d 
eaten it 20 minutes earlier. And has surf 
clam always been this inedible? Only the 
spicy tuna appetizer—set on squares of 


crispy rice, topped with jalapeno and Sri- 
racha and a shower of togarashi—seemed 
to taste good at that point. 

Around my 20th piece, all the sushi 
that came out to our table completely 
ceased being enjoyable. Have you ever 
dreaded the arrival of food as though it 
were the Apocalypse? I did. I blanched 
at the thought of finishing the poke roll, 
a tall mound of cubed fish and sliced 
onions piled atop a base of four Califor¬ 
nia rolls. This was after my friends and I 
trudged through the Coto roll, a baked, 
mayo-enriched gob of imitation crabmeat 
wrapped around cooked salmon. 

When the Ladera roll arrived after that, 
we could barely stand the sight of it. To us, 
it was a pile of more fish and onions on top 
of more California roll. We only finished 
it under the threat of paying extra if we 
didn’t. At that point, with our faces drained 
white with food fatigue and our stomachs 
bloated beyond their limits, everything 
started to taste the same—even lobster. We 
should’ve stopped ordering five rolls ago. 

The last piece I ate I chewed over and 
over, my throat refusing to swallow. Yet if 
my math is right, I triumphed; all told, I paid 
scarcely a buck per piece. But right now and 
for the past week, I can’t even look at sushi.

S econd-generation Vietnamese-Amer- 
icanshave now taken the baton from 
their elders and are fundamentally remak¬ 
ing Little Saigon's dining scene. From here 
on out, expect the Dos Chinoses, Nudo 
Nudos and Afterses of the world to take 
overthe pho palaces, Hue houses and 
banh mi barns of before. Progress is inevi¬ 
table, of course, and these youngsters 
definitely impress with their pan-Asian 
fusion goodness. But there's one food 
genre I predict they'll never dare emulate, 
one that will outlast nearly every other old- 
school business: the food-to-go shops. 

Such places remain the most untrans¬ 
latable restaurants in Little Saigon for 
non-Vietnamese, small rooms that consist 
of steam trays bubbling with fresh food, 
coolers of frozen meals, counters ren¬ 
dered nearly invisible by rolls, desserts 
packed in Styrofoam trays and cellophane 
wrappers, and 6-foot-long tables groaning 
under the weight of dozens of different 
dishes. There is nowhere to sit; customer 
service is nonexistent, even by Little 
Saigon's notorious Soup Nazi standards. 
And there is no guidance whatsoever for 
non-Viets: At Lam Van, a claustrophobic 
spot that specializes in Northern Vietnam¬ 
ese dishes, the closest thing to a menu is 
blocks of items on a marquee, with multi¬ 
ple ones stuffed onto pillars of text and the 
only English being—yep—"Food to Go." 

Don't be scurred. If you're an OCer, 
you'll already know some of Lam Van's 
goodies just by looking at them. The 
translucent, burrito-looking things are, 
of course, nem nuong, and the luscious 
spring rolls go 10 for $10 and nearly rival 
Brodard's. Hopefully, the Vietnamese chick 
you dated in college introduced you to 
banh beo, those steamed rice cakes that 
resemble Mekong sopes. Fried shrimp on a 
sugarcane stalk? Translucent dumplings? 
Things wrapped in banana leaves? Just 
come here, grab a bunch of stuff, figure out 
what you like and work your way through 
the table—best food court in OC, bar none. 

And when you've graduated, order 
in bulk. Lam Van is most famous for its 
garlic-fish-sauce chicken wings—tart, 
reeking, gorgeous. Second-generation 
Viets order them by the trayful for their 
parties, knowing that while Little Saigon 
is theirs, they will never beat the past.

Chilaquiles at Catal Restaurant 


I f you’re reading this and you’re an 
out-of-towner here to do Disney¬ 
land, there’s an easy way to get an 
intro to the wonders of Orange 
County’s local Mexican-food scene inside 
the Disney Resort itself. No, I’m not talk¬ 
ing about Tortilla Jo’s; I’m talking about 
the chilaquiles at Catal Restaurant. Its 
breakfast menu even says so. The chila¬ 
quiles are in a section called “Eat Like 
a Local,” which, to its credit, hints that 
there’s more where this came from if you 
decide to step outside Mickey Mouse’s 
white-gloved grip. 

And even if it’s pricy at $14 a pop— 
double what most restaurants charge in 
the real Orange County—it’s a surprisingly 
good representative of chilaquiles.

Captain Ron 

Howard’s whale flick ain’t Dick, but it ain’t bad

Y ears after Moby-Dick was a 

flop, Herman Melville visited 
an old ship’s captain named 
George Pollard. Both men 
had seen better days. In their youth, both 
had sailed the seas with some success. 
Melville had written novels about his 
adventures with island girls, and Pollard 
had once helmed one of Nantucket’s most 
successful whaling ships, the Essex. The 
Essex, however, sank after it was rammed 
by a whale, forcing its eight survivors to 
feed on the dead—or, in one instance, the 
newly murdered. Pollard’s second ship, 
the Two Brothers, sank, too. 

Now bad-luck Pollard—a “Jonah,” in 
sailor slang—had washed up ashore as 
a night watchman. In a bitter parallel, 
Melville’s novel inspired by Pollard was 
so savaged by critics (the London Literary 
Gazette wished “both him and his whales 
at the bottom of an unfathomable sea”) 
that he quit writing and became a cus¬ 
toms inspector. The Essex had tanked two 
careers. Yet the failed author was generous 
toward Pollard. “To me, [he was] the most 
impressive man, tho’ wholly unassuming, 
even humble—that I ever encountered,” 
Melville wrote. If Melville had lived 
another three decades, he’d have seen 
himself become an impressive man, too, 
credited posthumously with writing the 
Great American Epic. And if he were alive 
today, he’d spend a chunk of his $1,200 
lifetime earnings from Moby-Dick on a 
ticket to Ron Howard’s In the Heart of the 
Sea, a retelling of the Essex’s doomed voy¬ 
age. There, he would look up at the screen 
at Benjamin Walker’s Pollard and wonder, 
“What the hell did they do to my pal?” 

This isn’t a bad thing. Moby-Dick was a 
story of fever and obsession. Howard and 


screenwriter Charles Leavitt, basing their 
script off Nathaniel Philbrick’s original 
book, are interested in something more 
cynically modern: corporate greed. Pollard 
has been rejiggered to represent nepotism 
and ego as an inexperienced captain who 
bought his way into a job and would rather 
put his sailors at risk than return home 
looking incompetent. (As fictional insults 
go, that isn’t any worse than Melville trans¬ 
forming him into Ahab.) His foil is first 
mate Owen Chase (Chris Hemsworth), a 
romance-novel-worthy hunk who looks 
like Fabio and acts like Superman. The 
first day at sea, a sail gets tangled, and 
Pollard watches weakly as Chase glides 
up the mast, leaps over the rigging and 
swashbuckles the Essex free. Instead of a 
thank-you, Pollard announces that Chase is 
the son of a convict. Forget the whale—the 
real fight is snobs versus jocks. 

Pollard and Chase’s rivalry sets the 
tone of the film. But Howard continually 
reminds us that it’s the big business of 
blubber that steers the ship. Whale oil kept 
the lamps lit and the machines running, 
and Howard lines the cityscape of New 
Bedford, Massachusetts, the capital port 
of the industry, with huffing smokestacks. 
“Without us, without you, the whole world 
plunges into darkness,” declares Pollard’s 
dad, and if the Essex’s pressure to power 
America makes you think of modern-day 
coal miners and oil drillers, men who 
brave bad conditions and hostile lands for 
retrograde fuel, that’s deliberate. 

As a framing device, In the Heart of the Sea 
has Melville (Ben Whishaw) interviewing 
Essex survivor Thomas Nickerson, played by 
Brendan Gleeson, a welcome talent. Melville 
and Nickerson’s scenes have the aura of a 
dying man’s final confession, with Gleeson 


resembling such a weary bear it seems 
impossible that, in the flashbacks that make 
up the bulk of the film, just 30 years ago he 
was teenage Tom Holland. Nickerson’s quar¬ 
ters are decorated with toy boats in airless 
bottles, the trappings of a man still desperate 
to tame the dangers of the sea. 

With good reason. The Essex wasn’t 
just hunting whales. It was hunting sperm 
whales, carnivores with teeth like bowie 
knives and the largest brain of any animal, 
living or extinct. The big white sperm 
whale they chase is as scarred as Freddy 
Krueger (the real-life “Mocha Dick” that 
inspired Melville had outlasted a hundred 
whaling ships), each cut a lesson that 
humans aren’t friends. Still, the whale 
is the villain of the film. Howard shoots 
its serial-killer p.o.v. gazing blurrily up 
at these fragile men leagues away from 
land; at one point, it surfaces with a fury 
that had me gigglingly recalling Jaws IV. 
Yet you can’t look at those scars without 
wondering if, in the whale version of Hol¬ 
lywood, Moby Dick is the ultimate Final 
Girl. His vengeance is justified—these 
men murdered his friends. And when the 
Essex stabs its first whale, guilt flickers 
across Chase’s face as if he knows it, too. 

Howard is great at capturing the tim¬ 
bre of the ship, the creaks and snaps and 
the whir of the hemp lines, and the sonar 
clicks of the whales strategizingbelow. All 
his sound and fury has a befuddling pur¬ 
pose. His emotional climax is about, well, 
disaster insurance. A possibly apocryphal 
Nathaniel Hawthorne quotation at the end 
calls Moby-Dick “America’s epic,” which, 
in an age with 10,000 times more lawyers 
than sailors, means Howard’s tweaks 
make a sardonic sense. Still, you sense his 
crowd-pleaser’s need to turn Melville’s 


dark musings into a tidy 21st-century story 
of heroism, the sort of thing that earns 
more than $1,200. Never mind that Chase, 
the movie’s golden god, was the real rea¬ 
son the Essex’s lifeboats sailed east toward 
starvation. In actuality, Pollard wanted to 
go west toward the nearby Marquesas, but 
Chase, ironically, was afraid of cannibals. 

Chase wrote his own retelling of the 
disaster the year after he returned home, 
titled Narrative of the Most Extraordinary 
and Distressing Shipwreck of the Whale- 
Ship Essex, of Nantucket; Which Was 
Attacked and Finally Destroyed by a Large 
Spermaceti-Whale, in the Pacific Ocean; 
With an Account of the Unparalleled Suf¬ 
ferings of the Captain and Crew During a 
Space of Ninety-Three Days at Sea, in Open 
Boats in the Years 1819 St 1820. It would 
take 30 years for Melville to reshape it 
into the slightly more tersely titled The 
Whale (soon renamed Moby-Dick ) and 
another 70 for anyone to realize why 
this doomed voyage mattered. Today, 195 
years after the Essex set sail, we’re still 
fascinated by this struggle between men, 
money and nature. That’s because we’re 
still fighting that battle on a hundred 
fronts: climate change, drilling, industri¬ 
alized farming, even overfishing. Which 
means this old, deadly whale better scare 
us into making peace with the environ¬ 
ment, or neither of us will survive.

CHI-RAQ Oh Zeus, hear my lament that I 
was not present when Spike Lee imag¬ 
ined updating Lysistrata to present-day 
Chicago. I bet he burst himself cackling. 
Aristophanes' comedy, written during 
the three-decade Peloponnesian War, 
concocts a crazy scheme: Women 
refuse sex until their blue-balled men 
give in and declare a truce. With Lee's 
Chi-Raq, Lysistrata's vow never to 
"extend my Persian slippers toward 
the ceiling"—or, in Lee's modern slang, 
"total abstinence from knocking the 
boots"—melds perfectly with the pres¬ 
ent. Teyonah Parris' headstrong and 
radiant Lysistrata struts through the 
streets in camouflage hot pants, all ripe 
cleavage and chains. Lee's updated 
heroine has "a mind like Einstein and a 
truly luscious behind," drools narrator 
Dolmedes (Samuel L. Jackson), which is 
a snortingly perfect name for a charac¬ 
ter who's half Greek chorus, half Rudy 
Ray Moore. More perilously, she's the 
girlfriend of Spartan gang leader Chi- 
Raq (Nick Cannon), who's entrenched 
in an endless shootout with the rival 
Trojans, headed by one-eyed thug 
Cyclops (Wesley Snipes in a bedazzled 
eyepatch, a welcome sight). A wise 
woman (Angela Bassett) schools the 
girl that young life shouldn't be so inter¬ 
twined with death. Till then, Lysistrata 
had simply accepted violence as fact. 
Now she'll end it with a rebellion. "No 
peace, no pussy," she and her ladies 
growl, and the city flips out. Yelps strip 
club owner Morris (Dave Chappelle), 
whose stages are empty, "These 'hos 
have shut down the penis power grid!" 
Chi-Raq is a marvel. It's Lee resurrect¬ 
ing his voice—angry, impassioned, 
and funny as hell—right when we 
need it. It's astonishing how well this 
works. Who would have guessed that a 
2,500-year-old sex comedy would feel 
like the freshest film of 2015? (R) Amy 
Nicholson. AMC Fullerton 20, Fullerton; 
AMC Orange 30, Orange. 

CREED Ryan Coogler's Creed wants all of 
the Rocky drama but invests in none of 
the smarts. It's set in Philadelphia, the 
Mount Olympus of movie boxing, where 
Adonis "Hollywood" Johnson, illegiti¬ 
mate son of Apollo Creed, pilgrimages 
to learn footwork from that legendary 
oracle, Rocky Balboa, played as ever 
by Sylvester Stallone. Now, supposedly, 
he's here to pass the gloves to rising 
talent Michael B. Jordan and become 
his Burgess Meredith-like mentor. 

But after seven rounds as the Italian 
Stallion, Stallone can't let go of the 
spotlight—even though he barely has a 
handle on his own character. His Balboa 
has been Xeroxed too many times; 
he's all blurry around the edges. When 
Adonis uploads his jumprope routine 
to the cloud, Rocky is mystified. "What 
cloud?" he grunts, looking at the sky, 
a joke that could pop up in any movie 
about any retiree. The movie around him 
is just as vague. After his fifteenth win 
at a slum club in Tijuana, Adonis quits 
a vague white-collar job (insurance? 
banking? law?) to go pro. Why? He's 
rich, not desperate or dumb. Adonis 
can't answer that question, and neither 


can the film, which vacillates between 
believing he needs to prove himself 
as an individual and framing boxing 
as an inheritable disease. Even the 
bouts themselves are easily distracted. 
Coogler likes to use swirling single 
takes, which feel visceral and frighten¬ 
ing—Creed's battle against Leo "The 
Lion" Sporino (Gabe Rosado) is a literal 
knockout—but missteps by keeping the 
camera so close we often can't even 
see the fighters' fists. He'd rather pan 
over to look at blood-spatters, ice buck¬ 
ets, bikini girls, anywhere but the ring. 
(PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE GOOD DINOSAUR The Good 
Dinosaur is another episodic growing-up 
adventure story, here copy-pasted over 
with the one kid obsession yet to be 
given Pixar's feature-film treatment. Still, 
the vistas are gorgeous, and the setup is 
clever—and certain to upset creationist 
types. Underpinning the usual hero's- 
journey jazz is an alt-history what-if. 
Sixty-five million years ago, we're told, 
the asteroid that killed the dinosaurs 
got knocked slightly off course, whiz¬ 
zing close enough to Earth that it briefly 
dazzles some munching diplodocuses. 
The story kicks in millions of years later, 
The Land After The Land Before Time. 
Dinos have thrived: They've developed 
agriculture, language, home-building, 
chicken-rearing, and the techniques of 
lesson-oriented parenting. Apatosaurus 
runt Arlo is born with two siblings to 
kindly farmer parents—Mom and Dad till 
their cornfields by nosing their sauropod 
faces into the dirt and nudging forward. 
How these hand- and finger-free lizards 
erect a stone silo is a mystery that 


the momentum-minded Pixar can't be 
bothered with—instead, it's in a rush to 
subordinate this science fiction Earth to 
a standard-issue Disney plot in which 
a young'un gets separated from family 
and then comes of age by almost dying 
lots of times. Soon, young Arlo faces 
tragedy and is lost in the wild, eager to 
get back home to his mother—and to 
prove himself mighty and courageous 
like his father. You'll probably cry a little, 
but you might nod off, too. One curiosity: 
This movie has a sharper, crazier psilo¬ 
cybin freak-out than the 'shroom-fueled 
The Night Before. When this comes 
on at your family Thanksgiving next 
year, keep an eye peeled. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE NIGHT BEFORE Credit hit-and-miss 
holiday comedy The Night Before for the 
courage of its dick-pic convictions. The 
first couple hit the screen as the usual 
wan transgression, like the filmmakers 
believe there's still Margaret Dumonts 
around to gasp. But for once the movie 
camera doesn't shy away from what 
our real-life cameras see so often. Seth 
Rogen doesn't either. The Night Before 
stars the game-for-anything near-adult 
Rogen of Neighbors, who was up for 
jolly stream-crossing watersports with 
Zac Efron, and not the shrill, sour oaf 
behind The Interview. His schmo here 
is flattered and impressed when, trip¬ 
ping on mushrooms, he gets texted a 
surprise junk shot. After a couple of 
admiring responses, and a couple more 
dicks, Rogen (let's not bother pretend¬ 
ing his characters' names matter) gets 
asked if he'd like to handle it. Rather 
than blanch, he beams. That's a sort of 



one-act illustration of the tension in all 
Rogen's comedies: If his characters so 
relish the company of men, why not go 
whole hog? But it's not exactly funny. 

In fact, it was only The Night Before's 
fifth or sixth dick that got me laugh¬ 
ing, the one where it's a scene's giddy 
capper, played like yet another gotcha 
celebrity cameo. That run of jokes is 
The Night Before in essence. Here's a 
cohort of likable guys—Anthony Mackie 
and Joseph Gordon-Levitt—doing the 
things you expect in Rogen films: hang¬ 
ing, laughing, toking, rapping old songs, 
learning life lessons already learned in 
other Rogen films. At first the laughs 
are Hangover ///-spare and the picture 
is too shambling to lunge for them. But 
these leftovers warm up eventually, 
with the usual setups at last develop¬ 
ing some winning variations. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE 33 How do you dramatize the 

unthinkable? On Aug. 5, 2010, 33 Chilean 
miners were trapped when the 100-year- 
old gold and copper mine in which they 
were working collapsed around them. 
For weeks, no one knew if they were 
alive or dead. But 69 days later, after 
a team of international drilling experts 
had worked around the clock, every one 
was brought safely to the surface. The 
33, directed by Patricia Riggen, makes a 


valiant effort to tell this harrowing story 
onscreen, and there are moments when 
every shifting plate clicks right into 
place. In the end, though, the picture 
stumbles, and it may not completely be 
the fault of the filmmakers. Unless you 
drastically alter the details of real life, 
they don't always translate meaningfully 
to the screen. But at the very least, The 
33 errs on the side of honorability in tell¬ 
ing the men's stories. Riggen takes great 
care in setting the scene, underscoring 
just how much these dirty, dangerous 
jobs mean to these men, among them 
Dario (Juan Pablo Raba), an alcoholic 
who has become estranged from his 
only family member, his sister, Maria 
(Juliette Binoche, in a stock earth- 
mother role), and Edison (Jacob Vargas), 
a jovial Elvis impersonator. The picture 
was filmed in the Atacama Desert, 
just kilometers away from the actual 
mine; cinematographer Checco Varese 
captures the rugged, dispiriting beauty 
of the place, all golden and dry, like a 
forgotten planet. The action toggles 
between the story of the trapped men 
below and the families and rescuers 
waiting and working above; ironically, 
one of the chief problems with The 33 
is that when we're above ground, we 
long to be below, with the men. (PG-13)

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Canvas of Life 


‘Into the Void’ is a dazzling display of life that’s scary enough to keep you in the womb

A DREAM ODIN HAD , I THINKBY MICHAEL PAGE 


E xhibited in 
the back of 
the Marcas 
Gallery like 
some rowdy Id hidden 
from view is San Cle¬ 
mente artist Michael 
Page’s exhibition 
“Into the Void.” An 
uneasy blend of the 
carnal and the blood¬ 
thirsty, it represents 
the journey from birth 
to death with just a 
handful of canvases. 

Page begins with 
natal trauma in A 
Walk Through Life, a 
blood-red birth canal 
dumping a barely rec¬ 
ognizable figure into 
an oppressive plum 
nightmare of dicks 
and fluffy humanoid shapes. Less overtly 
weird but equally sexual, is Purple Flow, 
with dim violaceous limbs twisting in an 
orgiastic darkness while an iridescent 
rope of splooge bursts and drips across 
the canvas. The exhibition’s titular paint¬ 
ing is one of Page’s larger acrylic-and-oil 
canvases, a dizzying fuckfest of squirting 
female thighs and color splashing about 
in airborne globs of Crayola-rainbow 
ejaculate. The women pictured seem to 
be giddy Furies messing about with the 
severed, empty heads of several men, 
their phallic, disembodied arms emptying 
themselves onto the women’s faces, coat¬ 
ing breasts and hair, while muddying the 
moody, dark green koi pond they reside by. 

War seems to be the theme of Pa Sapa 
1874, but there’s still a smattering of sex 
involved. I was struck with admiration for 
Page’s wicked imagination as well as his 
prickly, charged vision: Recalling Picasso’s 
Guernica and Dali’s goopy watch canvases, 
the painting is a turbulent collection of 
blurry-faced creatures sitting on the backs of 
charging horses that are erupting with vagi¬ 
nal blooms that resemble clitoral wounds. 
Surrounded by aDune-ish wave of advanc¬ 
ing, uncircumcised worms, one gently 


waters an injured blossom with a stream of 
white liquid as a counterpoint to impending 
tragedy. The putrefying face in Void reminds 
one of any number of denizens lurching 
through The Walking Dead, mouth in rictus, 
the translucency of the rotting skin aided by 
the clear coat on the surface of the picture, 
its streaks and dabs of paint throughout giv- 
ingus the appearance of something lurking 
and slithering underneath. 

The far-more-serene oil-on-wood pan¬ 
els of San Diego artist Kevin W. Peterson 
fills the main gallery. “Nocturne” is less 
neurotic or as overtly provocative as 
Page’s exhibit; Peterson’s semi-grisaille 
nightscape canvases—all black, white 
and lots of gray in a dusky-blue tinge- 
are depictions of the monsters that rule 
our sleep. Often so large they block out 
parts of an otherwise starry night, the 
pagan gods in Peterson’s work tower 
above the church steeples and urban 
settings of their environments, running 
the gamut of unearthly visages. One 
resembles a flayed side of beef, its bat- 
eared devil skull set with glowing dead 
orbs (Carve); another resembles Jake the 
dog from Adventure Time, if the skin had 
been ripped from his face (Parasomnia). 

Sciamachy’s very 
vivid shadow enemy 
towers above the 
trees, stone face and 
snaggle-toothed 
maw partially 
obscured by clouds, 
reminiscent of 
the cannibalistic 
humanoids in Attack 
On Titan; likewise, 
the full-breasted 


Greek goddess attached 
to a caped skull, her face 
obscured by a niqab that 
looks like a ravenous 
mouth (Nyx in the Gloam¬ 
ing). In The Bringer, the 
monster seems more 
familiar to us yet still off- 
kilter: a Brachiosaurus 
body with the hindquar¬ 
ters of a deformed horse 
and no head at the end 
of its long stalk of neck. 

In Quelling the Tempest, 
an impish devil’s head 
pops out of a ruptured, 
snake-like body, balanced 
by muscular webbed 
feet; it’s any number of 
sea serpents sketched on 
old maps that told us the 
world was flat, or a hellish 
reject from the final panel 
of Bosch’s The Garden of Earthly Delights. 
Peterson’s Mobius-inspired Apnea is a 
robotic head, exposed machinery around 
the jawline, clouds of smoke issuing from 
its temple, the spotty planetary surface 
draped over its shoulder, suggesting a 
sleep state somewhere between REM and 
the calm of the grave. 

It’s the largest and the two smaller 
pieces that I connected with most: The 
28-inch-by-52-inch piece that shares the 
show’s title is essentially indescribable, 
aside from the tattered flags, misshapen 
skull-faced rabbit with a knife in its head, 
a ghostly sleigh that resembles a merry- 
go-round seat and a man in the moon 
with a tree branch growing out of the 
side of his head. I have no idea what it 
means, but it’s stunning, even without my 
understanding. Peterson’s smaller pieces 
are even more dazzling: The dream-like 
image of Soak is a hooded druid just above 
a waterline, a symbol for the unconscious, 
the impure aqua pura full of skulls and 
stylized vegetation. In the smallest paint¬ 
ing of the show, the 4-inch-by-4-inch 
Homesick, an extra from The Devil’s Rain 
is melting, his skin stretching and encir¬ 
cling his head like Saturn’s rings. His 
cape, starting to fray around the edges, 
drapes and encloses a small home. Cocked 
at an angle inside the artist’s handmade 
picture frame, it’s a mini masterpiece of 
morbid detail.

From Skater to Inkster 


Adam McNatt of Raygun Tattoo 


R aygun Tattoo’s Adam McNatt 
isn’t famous for his tattoo 
work... yet. 

The Dana Point tattooer 
does solid work in just about every style of 
tattooing, and he’s closing in on a decade 
in the industry. He’s just as skilled and 
works just as hard as (if not harder than) 
any other artist out there, but his last job 
still overshadows what he does now. 

Throughout much of the 1990s, the 
Laguna Beach native was known around 
the world as a professional skateboarder. 
Then he decided to make the transition 
to tattooing full-time, something he’d 
been doing on his friends for roughly 
eight years. “I came to Raygun in 2007 
and apprenticed for a year before I started 
actually tattooing out of here,” McNatt 
says. “Ryan and Craig [Christy, Raygun’s 
owners and twin brothers] taught me 
to tattoo the right way. They helped me 
really dive into it 150 percent, whereas I 
was just playing around with it before.” 

For McNatt, who was always painting 
and drawing in his free time anyway, tattoo¬ 
ing just felt like the next logical step when 
he was done making a living on his board. 
“Skateboarding definitely led me to tattoo¬ 
ing,” he says. “Both were an underground- 
society kind of thing when I got into them.” 

McNatt believes that he got into tattoo¬ 
ing just before it became a part of the main¬ 
stream, givingthe Christy brothers credit 
for training him in more of an old-school 
environment. While the self-taught artist 
might’ve learned the trade’s skills from the 
Christys, he also brought plenty of what he 
picked up while skating to his new career. 
“Skateboarding helped me a lot with tat¬ 
tooing,” McNatt says. “Even just traveling 
and meeting people, the personal experi¬ 
ences helped a lot. Understanding what 
people want when you’re meeting new 
people isn’t always easy, but that’s part of 
tattooing because every tattoo is different.” 
Although McNatt acknowledges that

tattooing is much tougher than he thought 
it would be, he enjoys what it allows him. 
Considering he was always a creative 
skateboarder who was known for com¬ 
ing up with tricks that most other skaters 
hadn’t even considered, it’s natural he’s 
not limiting himself to what others do in 
the tattoo world. “You can’t lock yourself 
into one style of tattoos,” McNatt says. 
“You start off doing traditional, and then 
eventually, you come up with some of 
your own designs. Then, after many, many 
years, you start to understand the body 
and the little details of tattoos, and that’s 
when you start to find your own styles.” 

Right now, he enjoys doing every¬ 
thing from illustrative neotraditional to 
black-and-gray and color realism. The 
41-year-old is even a fan of the newer 
“fine art” styles of tattooing. “Really good 
art is starting to blend into tattooing more 
and more,” McNatt says. “The more art 
is brought into tattooing, the more it all 
grows. These kids from art school get into 
it, and they make everyone work harder.” 

For any up-and-coming tattooers, 
McNatt offers some words of wisdom: 

“If you really love tattooing, you need to 
put in as much hard work as you can for 
as long as you can,” McNatt says. “If you 
just put your head down and work as hard 
as you can, then one day, years down the 
road, you’ll pick your head up and see 
how much harder you have to work to 
keep up with everyone else.”

X guitarist Billy Zoom battles bladder cancer to make it back onstage

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J ust about every December, legend¬ 
ary punk band X bring their cel¬ 
ebrated run of West Coast holiday 
shows dubbed “The Family X-Mas 
Tour.” But this time around, the privilege 
of pogoing around in a packed, sweaty 
crowd during “Johnny Hit and Run Pau¬ 
line” is merely an added bonus to the fact 
that the band’s guitarist Billy Zoom will 
be back onstage, flashing his signature 
smile through the whole show. 

Zoom’s life was turned upside-down 
in July by a diagnosis of bladder cancer, 
which threatened to keep him off the stage 
for good. But on the eve of a scheduled run 
of shows at the Observatory, Zoom made it 
his mission to perform. Though the blond 
axeman opted to sit down during sets, 
he did his best to preserve his Cheshire 
cat grin. Each night of that residency, the 
band played one of their first four albums 
in its entirety. Those were the last shows 
before Zoom would take time off for his 
cancer treatment. 

Fortunately for the 67-year-old, the punk 
community didn’t take the news lying 
down. A Go Fund Me campaign started by 
Sweet Relief Musicians Fund raised more 
than $98,000 (almost double the original 
goal) to help alleviate Zoom’s medical 
expenses and get him the care he needs. 
Combined with Zoom’s fighting spirit, it 


gave the guitarist a real chance at recovery. 
He is healthy enough to rejoin the band, 
first for a weekend of shows at the Roxy 
and now at the Coach House on Friday. We 
recently got a chance to speak with Zoom 
about how he has braved the worst to come 
out grinning on the other side. 

OC WEEKLY; What was going through your 
mind when you realized that after facing 
one cancer scare five years ago, you had to 
go through it all over again? When did you 
realize you needed to see a doctor? 

BILLY ZOOM: It scared me at first. It 
proved the first one wasn’t just a fluke, 
and there will probably be more in my 
future. Symptoms of bladder cancer are 
personal, but I was in a lot of pain, among 
other things. It came on fast, and it was 
obvious that I needed to see a doctor. 
Describe the early days of your diagnosis 
and what you had to go through in terms of 
treatment. Were you able to play guitar at 
all during that time? 

I had surgery five days after seeing the 
urologist. I was scared and on a lot of 
pain meds. I didn’t really think about the 
guitar at first, but we played four nights 
at the Observatory in Santa Ana a week 
after my surgery and a few days before I 
started chemo. Thankfully, it was close to 
home, and I didn’t have to hang around 


long before or after the shows. 

What was your initial reaction to the 
amount of support you got from people as 
news spread of your condition? 

Absolutely overwhelming. Hardly anybody 
knew about my first bout with cancer. 
There was a press release, but it was about 
the same time that Exene [Cervenka] was 
misdiagnosed with multiple sclerosis, 
and that was the story that got picked up. 
Thanks to Facebook, word got around 
quickly this time, but the amount of sup¬ 
port and concern from our fans was unex¬ 
pected—and very much appreciated. I don’t 
know what we’d have done without them. 
What has given you the most happiness or 
strength during your recovery? 

My wife, my kids and my faith. 

How did your band mates support you dur¬ 
ing this time? 

When I couldn’t do the last tour because 
of chemo, they hired a sideman to fill in, 
and they still paid me for the tour. They 
also sold a ton of those “Support Billy 
Zoom” T-shirts, and the profits went 
toward my medical bills. 

Your supporters raised a lot more funds 
than were requested during the Go Fund Me 
campaign. Where does that extra money go 
now, or where has it already gone? 

It didn’t go straight to me. It’s handled by 
Sweet Relief, a nonprofit organization that 


helps musicians in distress. They have it 
in their fund, and they pay my bills, etc. If 
there’s any left over, it will stay with them 
to help other musicians, but understand 
that I’m scheduled for 18 months of chemo 
and may even need more surgery. This is 
going to be a long haul. Bladder cancer is 
very tenacious and often comes back. 

How did you feel going into your first 
couple of shows on the Family X-Mas Tour? 
Were you nervous at all? How did the 
crowd react to your return? 

The crowd went crazy when I walked 
onstage. I had a great time. I had a techni¬ 
cal issue with my guitar the second night, 
which was annoying, but it was still fun. 
What is on your mind in terms of future 
projects and opportunities now that you’re 
in recovery, what motivates you to keep 
moving forward? 

This has made me very aware that I 
already have far too many unfinished 
projects going, that I need to finish them 
while I’m able.

Introducing N-f idelikah! 

Members of Fishbone, Dokken and War create a 

rowdy rock melting pot

T here’s too much damn carbon 

dioxide in the atmosphere, terror¬ 
ists are opening fire on concerts, 
drones bomb innocent civilians 
and a bigoted billionaire with a fucked-up 
mop head spews hate on the campaign 
trail. Who could have the audacity to tackle 
this troubled world and still have a sense of 
humor about it? Project N-fidelikah, a new 
funk/punk/ghetto underground quartet. 

The oddball roster includes George 
Lynch on guitar, Chris Moore on drums, 
Pancho Tomaselli on bass and Angelo 
Moore on vocals. And if a group com¬ 
posed of musicians who’ve been members 
of Fishbone, Dokken and WAR sounds 
impossible, then Project N-fidelikah will 
make a believer out of the skeptics. 

The band first branded themselves as 
the Infidels, but tepid venues led them to 
rethink things. “We didn’t want nobody 
coming up, trying to shoot us at the con¬ 
cert, cut our heads off, so what I decided 
to do was take the Infidels and change it 
into almost a Swahili, Afro-centric name,” 
Chris Moore says. “What if a lady’s name 
was N-fidelikah? What if N-fidelikah was 
a giant Native American, twerking robot 
who smashed all the villains with her ass?” 

The true story behind Project N-fidelikah 
is less a conspiracy hatched in a dimly lit 
basement and more of a day at the office of 
ESP Guitars. Tomaselli looked at a picture 
of Dokken guitar god George Lynch and 
thought about working with him. So he 
called him and forged the beginnings of the 
band. Santa Ana’s Chris Moore was recruited 
next, but they still needed a lead singer. 

Chris Moore suggested another Moore: 
Fishbone’s Angelo Moore. “We both got 
the same name,” Angelo says. “Automati¬ 
cally, cosmically and karmically, that’s the 
hookup right there.” The trio met with 
him at the Mint in Los Angeles to offer 
up the spot. And then Project N-fidelikah 
became a true melting pot, with Lynch a 
Native American, Tomaselli coming from 
Ecuador, Angelo being black, and Chris 
... “They call me THC: that’s ‘token hot 


cracker!”’ he says and laughs. 

Their chemistry exceeded all expecta¬ 
tions. So, too, did the music. Lynch, the 
elder of the band at 61 years old, relishes 
the opportunity to be innovative instead of 
being held as an 1980s-rock museum piece. 
His riffs on the band’s forthcoming album 
are stunning, with power funky grooves 
such as “I Wanna Be White But I Can’t.” 

Angelo’s slapstick soul wails most 
righteously on “Project Blackout,” the 
archenemy of Project N-fidelikah. He 
serves up anti-police-brutality lyrics 
“Blue Klux Klan and that KKK-pasa?/ 
Programmed to kill darkies and la 
razal ”—then screams, “Blackout!” on the 
chorus. “There’s no creative dictatorship 
here,” Tomaselli says. “There is no rock- 
star element in this band.” 

Project N-fidelikah debuts at the Trou- 
bador on Monday and has more tour dates 
booked next year to support the release 
of their tentatively self-titled album, one 
recorded, mixed and mastered in four 
months despite all the band members’ 
competing responsibilities. Not bad for 
what was supposed to be a one-off. “To 
put in East LA words, you had a baby with 
a chick that you were like, ‘Ah, fuck, I don’t 
know,”’ Tomaselli explains, “and then the 
baby’s born, and you’re like, ‘Oh, my God, 
this is the most beautiful thing I’ve ever 
seen. I love you; let’s get married!”’ 

The band erupts in laughter. These vet¬ 
eran musicians are having the time of their 
lives—and they’re doing it without shying 
away from the problems of the world, 
a vision that says having a conscience 
doesn’t have to come at the expense of joy 
or hope. “Just the visual of us is saying that 
we can all get along,” Angelo says. “Now 
that we broke some boundaries, we’ve got 
some badass, challenging music!”

B efore Jesus Mendoza became one of the 
brightest new faces in Latin music, his goal 
as an entertainer was to pay his mom the $200 he 
owed her. She'd lent it to him just days before his 
first gig to make his debut recording, created at a 
friend's home studio. It wasn't much, a CD of tra¬ 
ditional Mexican cover songs, but it was enough 
to use for merch at a show inside a restaurant in 
his hometown of San Clemente as he sang on a 
small karaoke stage. 

You don't see too many young musicians from 
one of the whitest cities in OC aspiring to sing 
regional Mexican music. "San Clemente is pretty 
much a town full of American people," Mendoza 
says. But in the car with his parents, the family 
would always listen to Mexican music—and that 
is where he honed his skills as a singer. "I always 
tried to keep hold of my roots," he says. "My 
family was always there to push me and taught 
me the whole Mexican tradition, and I enjoyed 
living both lives: Mexican and American." 

At his first gig, when Mendoza put on his 
tejana and opened his mouth to sing, people 
responded. By the end of it, he'd made enough to 
repay his mom, plus $400 more, just from album 
sales. "From then on, I knew this is what I had to 
do with my life," Mendoza says. 

After graduating from San Clemente High 
School, Mendoza was performing steadily until 
he found manager Alex Henriquez, who booked 
him for bigger and bigger events. A year and a 
half into his studies at Saddleback College, he 
decided to drop out of school to become a full¬ 
time musician. In an era when his coming-of-age 
is aligning with a boom in Latin music, someone 
such as Mendoza, whose talent is rooted in 
tradition but also destined for evolution, ensures 


he'll have not only a big career, but an interesting 
one as well. 

Today, the 22 year-old Mendoza is steadily 
blowing up in the Latin-music world. His con¬ 
temporary take on regional Mexican music 
combines the traditional sounds he grew up on 
with various influences of pop and reggaeton."l 
would say I can rap, too, but that's not really my 
thing," he says, laughing. Considering he's grown 
up like so many newer-generation Mexican- 
Americans, with hip-hop and banda in the same 
household, it's easy to believe. 

Over the summer, he performed twice in one 
weekend at the massive L Festival, a patchwork 
of regional, traditional and contemporary Latin 
artists headlined by Juan Gabriel and Enrique 
Iglesias at the OC Fairgrounds. And on Dec. 18, 
Mendoza will perform at the City National Grove 
of Anaheim with fellow contemporary Latin star 
Luis Coronel. 

Currently signed to Universal, his first single, 
"Aun Te Sigo Amando," landed in the Top 30 on 
Billboard's Latin charts last year. Tracks includ¬ 
ing "Al Cien y Pasadito" and his latest single, 

"Te Perdi," continue to push his career forward. 
Mendoza's presence is an important one. 

"Latinos are everywhere, so thanks to that, 
we're able to create a big following. We're very 
strong in Orange County, we're very strong in
